Briggs 4-C. While all 1839 No 
Drapery quarters are notably scarce in MS63 or finer grades, the 
issue is excessively rare in Mint State when seen with the Very 
Long Claws reverse. This is an enigmatic variety, first identified 
by Harry Smith in 1989 and listed in the 1991 Larry Briggs 
Encyclopedia as Briggs 4-C, where it was tentatively described as 
“unique.” Today — 23 years later — more examples are known and, 
in fact, we have sold nine examples of the Very Long Claws reverse 
in the past 15 years. 

We estimate no more than 6% of the 1839 quarters display 
this distinctive reverse die, with the present coin the highest- 
certified example we have sold. Bold, widely separated dentils 
give the coin a “beaded edge” appearance on both the obverse 
and reverse — a possible diagnostic for the die pair, mentioned 
by Briggs.

All proof coin varieties with 
missing mintmarks are highly sought-after, but the 1968 No 
S proof Roosevelt dime is one of the rarest of all. During this 
period, working dies were made in Philadelphia and shipped to the 
branch mints, where their respective mintmarks were later added 
before coinage. The 1968 No S proof dime was created when the 
mintmark was omitted from a proof die. It is apparent that mint 
personnel quickly realized the error and changed out the die, as few 
examples of the No S dime are known to exist in any grade. PCGS 
and NGC combined have certified only 39 pieces (9/14), and even 
this low figure likely includes a number of resubmissions. In their 
100 Greatest U.S. Modern Coins, where the 1968 No S dime is 
ranked as high as number three, Scott Schechter and Jeff Garrett 
suggest as few as 24 examples are in the hands of collectors. 

This piece is boldly struck, with deeply mirrored fields and 
outstanding preservation. A faint blush of light golden toning adds 
a degree of warmth to each side.

The date is the second-rarest in the series overall, behind 
only the ultra rare 1876-CC, and is many times scarcer in Mint 
State than is the 1875-S type issue. This Premium Gem example 
is well-struck on the eagle’s legs and talons, as well as on Liberty’s 
head and all obverse stars. Attractively blended sea-green, blue, 
and lavender-gray hues encompass each side, giving this beautifully 
preserved coin a high degree of appeal.

The 1856-0 was well-produced 
for a New Orleans issue, but the majority of the mintage circulated 
widely in the regional economy and few examples were saved by 
contemporary collectors. This delightful Gem has satiny mint luster 
with considerable silver brilliance, splashed with brilliant gold, pale 
lavender, and light blue-green toning. The design elements are 
well-detailed, with just a touch of the usual softness on Liberty’s 
head and the upper stars. One spidery die crack unites most of the 
stars on the obverse, and another travels through the bottom of the 
date. The reverse shows the Large O mintmark. This coin should 
find a home in the finest collection or Registry Set.

Larry Briggs makes the comment that when Uncirculated 
pieces are located, they “usually have a light golden toning over 
very frosty surfaces.” This piece fits that description as it possesses 
bright mint frost that is readily apparent even beneath the light 
layer of patina.

However, that figure is likely 
high, since PCGS estimates the number of proof 1857 survivors as 
30 to 40 known.

According to Mint records, only 59,000 Seated Liberty dollars 
were coined at the New Orleans Mint in 1846. The coins circulated 
heavily in the regional economy, rather than being used for export 
or being stockpiled in banks and Treasury vaults. There was little 
interest in branch mint issues before Augustus Heaton published 
his treatise on mintmarks in 1893, so few examples of the 1846-0 
were saved by contemporary collectors. As a result, the 1846-0 is 
reasonably available in lower circulated grades, but the issue is a 
prime condition rarity at the MS64 grade level. Currently, PCGS 
has graded four coins with the MS64 designation, and none finer, 
while NGC has certified a single example in MS64 and a single 
specimen finer, at MS65 (9/14). We strongly suspect that at least 
one of the PCGS certification events is a resubmission. 

The present coin is a delightful Choice example with remarkably 
well-preserved surfaces and vibrant mint luster on both sides.

The coins 
were issued with the proof sets, and Q. David Bowers speculates 
that a number of sets may have gone unsold, and were melted after 
the end of the year. It is certain that many silver coins were melted 
after July 10, 1873, when the weight of subsidiary silver coinage 
was adjusted, but since the silver dollar’s composition remained 
unchanged this may not have been a factor. For whatever reason, 
proof silver dollars of 1870 are definitely scarcer than proofs of 
some other dates from that era, some of which claim considerably 
lower production totals. 

The present coin is almost certainly the finest known specimen 
of this elusive date. For pedigree purposes, we note a small patch 
of obverse planchet roughness in the field between stars 1 and 
2, and a single dark fleck on Liberty’s neck. The surfaces are 
remarkably free of even the smallest signs of post-strike contact, 
although a few lint marks appear to be remnants of the original 
proof production. The fields are radiantly mirrored, and liberal, 
thick mint frost coats the devices front and back. The strike is 
exacting even if we cannot call it quite full, as we note a small 
weak area on the eagle’s left (facing) leg and claw.

This Carson City key date boasts a low 
350,000-coin mintage, comparable in absolute terms to the 1893-P 
(378,000 pieces) and 1893-0 (300,000 examples) Morgan dollar 
issues. However, its rarity is the result of mass melting to the extent 
of an estimated 250,000 to 325,000 coins. This sets the 1889-CC 
apart from virtually all other dates in the series, especially in such 
better grades. Only a select group of dates challenge this issue in 
terms of scarcity, the 1893-S included, ensuring it as a perennial 
favorite among Morgan dollar enthusiasts. This is a remarkably 
attractive example that appears much finer than the stated grade.

3845 1890 MS66 PCGS. The Sherman Silver Purchase Act, passed 
in July 1890, replaced the Bland-Allison Act as the authorizing 
legislation for the Morgan silver dollar. The law provided for 
the purchase of some 54 million troy ounces of silver annually 
from Western mining interests. As could be expected with such a 
supply of bullion, silver dollar production in 1890 was substantial 
throughout the year, with more than 16 million coins ultimately 
produced. These were paid out gradually over many years, with the 
final distribution being in the Treasury releases of the early 1960s. 
Careless preservation, then, ended up being a major factor in the 
rarity of high-grade examples, as the date is readily available in grades 
through MS64, but is exceedingly rare at the Premium Gem level. 

This representative displays bold design elements and nearly 
unabraded, frosty surfaces. Faint traces of light golden color accent 
otherwise brilliant surfaces, giving this piece seemingly unrivaled 
appeal for the issue.

Nearly 7 million coins were struck by the 
end of the calendar year, but the vast majority of these were paid out 
early on, with a portion of the remaining pieces being later melted 
under the terms of the Pittman Act of 1918. No large quantities of 
the date were present in the Treasury releases of the early 1960s. 

Among condition rarities, the 1901 is one of the leaders in 
the Morgan dollar series, being scarce in all Mint State grades 
and downright rare finer than MS63. This Plus-graded Select 
example will be an attractive reward for the patient specialist, 
exhibiting vibrant, untoned luster and well-struck motifs.

3887 1895 PR64 Cameo PCGS. CAC. It happened 116 years ago: The 
June 1898 issue of The Numismatist included an article by George 
W. Rice, titled “Die Varieties of Current United States Standard 
Dollars.” Q. David Bowers notes the article in his third edition of 
the Morgan dollar Guide Book, calling Rice’s contribution “the first 
in-depth article on Morgan dollar die varieties.” 

Bowers mentions that Rice, in addition to describing some basic 
differences among various Morgan dollar obverses and reverses, 
made another lasting contribution: “Significantly, Rice in 1898 
stated forthrightly, with no ‘perhaps’ or ‘maybe,’ that in 1895 only 
Proofs had been struck.” 

Despite all the research since — the theories and 
countertheories, the conjectures concerning the mention of the 
12,000 Morgan dollar business strikes for 1895 — the fact that an 
apparent expert on the series stated conclusively only three years 
later, without waffling, caveats, or qualifiers, that no 1895 business 
strikes were struck should carry considerable weight. 

Even though Pete Smith’s American Numismatic Biographies 
carries no information on Rice, Bowers gives us more in a footnote 
at the back of the book: 

“George W. Rice today is an unsung hero of numismatic 
research. He was among the first collectors to take an inter¬ 
est in mintmarked silver coins, joining such figures as W.M. 
Friesner, John M. Clapp, Edward Goldschmidt, and, of 
course Augustus G. Heaton. In The Numismatist, February 
1895, his article ‘Restrikes of U.S. Half Cents’ was pub¬ 
lished—then an arcane topic that was confusing to even 
the most experienced dealers. An article in the October 
1897 issue of the same magazine, ‘The Unexplained Rarity 
of Certain U.S. Coins,’ stated that a certain cent reverse 
die was used in its perfect state with an obverse dated 1803, 
but in its cracked or later state with an obverse dated 1802. 

‘It will thus be seen that it would be possible to have a large 
coinage recorded without a piece being struck bearing a 
corresponding date; and the recorded coinage of cents for 
1799 may have been largely from dies of 1798 or 1800, and 
that of 1804 may have been dated 1803 or 1805, or per¬ 
haps both.’ Such comments were unusual for the era. His 
other contributions were numerous and valuable. In the 
meantime, he enjoyed hoarding 1856 Flying Eagle cents 
and amassed hundreds of them. In 1918 he died at the age 
of 66.” 


Given Bowers’ biographical snapshot of him, Rice comes across 
as a studied and thoughtful numismatist. He was certainly an expert 
on proof coins of the 19th century, as his collection included an 
unbroken run of silver and minor proof sets from 1859-1896 when it 
was sold through the St. Eouis Stamp & Coin Co. in April of 1906. 
Fots 931 and 932 of the catalog of that sale were both six-piece 1895 
proof sets. Concerning the 1895 “business strike” Morgan dollars, 
Occam’s Razor seems to apply. The simplest explanation is the best. 
No examples have ever been seen, because none were made. 

The present coin is an undoubted proof, with sharply detailed 
frosty design elements that contrast boldly with the deeply mirrored 
fields to produce a dramatic cameo effect. The mostly brilliant 
surfaces show a few hints of pale gold toning and only minor signs 
of contact. Eye appeal is tremendous. Population: 33 in 64 Cameo, 
26 finer (10/14).

The 1826 Capped Head Left quarter eagle has a reported 
mintage of just 760 pieces, but some 1826-dated coins may have 
been struck in 1827. One die variety is known for the date. The 
1826 has traditionally been called an overdate, but present-day 
researchers doubt the overdate status on two counts. First, the 
undertype digit looks more like a 6 than a 5. Second, the 1826 
obverse features large stars around the borders, while the two 
obverse dies used to strike 1825 quarter eagles both have small 
stars. If an unused 1825 die was overdated, it should theoretically 
have small stars, as well. Altogether, it seems more likely that 
the 6 in the date was recut, rather than struck over a 5. John 
Dannreuther calls the issue an 1826/6 in Early U.S. Gold Coin 
Varieties and the 2014 Guide Book lists it as 1826, 6 over 6. The 
surviving population numbers only 30-35 examples in all grades. 

The 1826 half eagle is very rare in Mint State grades, with only 
three coins certified in Mint State at PCGS and none at NGC 
(10/14). The present coin is a delightful Choice AU specimen with 
bright yellow-gold surfaces that show prooflike reflectivity in many 
areas. Dramatic clash marks are evident on both sides, especially the 
reverse. No planchet adjustment marks are present and only minor 
abrasions can be detected, none worthy of individual mention. The 
strike is typical for this issue, with sharp definition on the central 
design elements but some flatness on some star centers. Overall eye 
appeal is outstanding.

3919 1879-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. The 1879-S quarter eagle had a 
sufficient mintage of 43,500 pieces, enough one would think to 
supply the needs of Western commerce. However, because demand 
on the West Coast was so strong for gold and silver coins, rather 
than paper money, mintages such as seen for the 1879-S evaporated 
into the channels of commerce. Today most survivors are XF or AU 
(at best), and few nice pieces are known in mint condition. In fact, 
this is one of only two MS64 pieces certified at PCGS, and NGC 
has graded only one — neither service has encountered a coin 
finer than MS64. The mint luster seen here is dazzling, and true to 
form (Garrett and Guth) the fields are bright and reflective. The 
strike details are strong but not quite complete, and there are only 
the smallest abrasions scattered over each side.

The mintage of the 1892 quarter eagle issue is 
sometimes overlooked in the grand scheme of 19th century gold 
coinage, but it was a remarkably low 2,440 pieces for circulation — 
about one-fifth that of the 1891 Philadelphia issue. This makes it 
the lowest-mintage quarter eagle date since the 1885, which had a 
mintage of only 800 pieces. 

The reasons for the small quarter eagle mintage appear to have 
been one of benign neglect more than intent: The Sherman Silver 
Purchase Act of 1890 mandated that even more mint forces be 
turned to production of Morgan dollars mined from domestic 
silver, and a wrinkle in the act — that the silver (for which the 
government drastically overpaid) had to be paid for with paper 
currency backed by gold — threatened to drastically deplete 
America’s gold reserves. The focus on gold coinage was on half 
eagles and eagles at the expense of gold dollars and double eagles.

The 1900 Liberty quarter 
eagle claims a generous proof mintage of 205 pieces, second only to 
the series-high mintage of 223 pieces accomplished the following 
year. In their Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins 1795-1932, Jeff 
Garrett and Ron Guth estimate more than 100 specimens survive 
today in all grades. Several coins are included in institutional 
collections, such as the National Numismatic Collection at the 
Smithsonian Institution and the collection of the American 
Numismatic Society. A number of coins are known in impaired 
condition as well, as proof gold coins were often spent for face 
value during hard economic times in the 1920s and 1930s. 

Examples of the 1900 proof quarter eagle began appearing at 
auction at an early date. The coin in lot 233 of the David S. Wilson 
Collection (S.H. Chapman, 3/1907) realized $4.50, an impressive 
price in those days, when the coin was only seven years old. Of course, 
the issue has continued to move up in price and popularity over the 
years. Recent auction appearances include the spectacular PR68+ 
Deep Cameo PCGS specimen in lot 1275 of the ANA National 
Money Show (Stack’s Bowers, 5/2013) that realized $111,625. 

The present coin is a magnificent PR68 example, with fully 
struck design elements and impeccably preserved yellow-gold 
surfaces. The devices exhibit a rich coat of mint frost that 
contrasts intensely with the deeply mirrored fields to produce a 
stunning cameo effect.

San Francisco Mint records report the receipt of 10 obverse 
dies and eight reverse dies in December 1870, preparatory to the 
1871 double eagle coinage. Several varieties should exist, although 
we are unaware of any detailed study that would likely key on the 
date position in relation to the border, bust, and designer’s initials 
on the obverse, and the mintmark size and location on the reverse. 
The J in J.B.L. is slightly right of center over the 8. A slightly 
curved die line extends into the hair from the bottom right serif 
of the T in LIBERTY. The small S mintmark is close to the eagle’s 
tailfeathers, and is centered above the right upright of the N in 
TWENTY. The reverse has a prominent, nearly straight die line 
through 10 dentils over TAT in STATES. 

The San Francisco Mint was the premier agency producing 
double eagles throughout the Type Two design from 1866 to 1876. In

The magnificent 
three-dimensional, striding figure of Liberty on the 1907 twenty 
dollar gold piece did not come to Augustus Saint-Gaudens in a 
momentary flash of inspiration. It was, rather, a product of work all 
his adult life; beginning at age 13, when he was first apprenticed 
to the stone cameo-cutter Louis Avet. After three years of periodic 
verbal abuse from Avet, Saint-Gaudens was apprenticed to another 
cameo-cutter, and while not working he attended drawing classes at 
the Cooper Institute. He would draw until late at night, be dragged 
out of bed by his mother early in the morning, and sent off to work 
as a cameo-cutter at 7 a.m. But the young Saint-Gaudens knew his 
destiny. He knew art would be his future. In his autobiography, he 
wrote of his supreme self-confidence in this period of his life: 

“With such an incentive [drawing classes at Cooper] I 
became a terrific worker, toiling every night until eleven 
o’clock after the class was over, in the conviction that in 
me another heaven-born genius had been given to the 
world. I can remember thinking in public conveyances, that 
if the men standing on the platform around me could real¬ 
ize how great a genius was rubbing elbows with them in the 
quiet-looking boy by their side, they would be profoundly 
impressed.” 

This supreme self-confidence of the cameo-cutter dissipated 
once he was admitted to the Ecole des Beaux-Arts in Paris. There 
he had true artistic peers. But as self-effacing as the “heaven-born 
genius” quote above is, Augustus Saint-Gaudens maintained the 
cameo-cutter’s work ethic his entire life. The result was ever- 
increasing professionalism in all areas of realistic art: sculpture, 
bas-relief, and high-relief sculpture. The latter he used on the 1907 
High Relief double eagle, a combination of the high relief from 
his Shaw Memorial and the figure of Victory from his Sherman 
Memorial, translated into the figure of Liberty for the coinage. 
But mere adaptation of a previously used design was not enough 
for Saint-Gaudens, and his high relief design for the double eagle 
proved very difficult to strike. The Ultra High Relief twenties 
were an intermediate (and impractical) design that bridged the 
striding Victory from the Sherman Memorial and the slightly more 
practical High Relief twenties. These pieces were produced with 
a raised “fin” around much of each side, a so-called defect that 
Mint officials feared (correctly) that would render High Reliefs 
unstackable in banks. The problem of the wire rim or “fin” was 
addressed by Mint personnel but never fully fixed. The majority of 
the much scarcer Flat Rim twenties show only a slight extrusion of 
the metal that created the “fin.” 

The present coin is a delightful Premium Gem, with the strongly 
impressed design elements expected of a High Relief twenty. The 
well-preserved orange-gold surfaces radiate vibrant mint luster and 
show only the most insignificant signs of contact.

Only three or four examples of the 
25 cent denomination Sawtell sutler token are believed to exist. 

Gilbert G. Sawtell (1838-1897) and his brother, William D. 
Sawtell, appear in the 1864 and 1865 Wheeling, West Virginia city 
directories as “Merchant Tailors and Manufacturers and Dealers 
in Clothing, Gents Furnishing Goods, &c.” with their business 
located on Monroe Street in Wheeling. 

A United States military telegraph dated September 12, 1864, 
and documented at Fold3.com, was sent to the Adjutant General’s 
Office, asking if G.G. Sawtell was recorded as sutler of the 15th 
West Virginia Volunteer Infantry. The unit was organized at Gilbert 
Sawtell’s home of Wheeling, West Virginia in 1862, after the 
Wheeling Conventions of 1861, but before West Virginia statehood 
in 1863. 


U.S. Grant Indian Peace Medal

The 1942-S cent, dime, quarter, 
and half dollar all have trumpet tail mintmarks. No Type One 
nickels were included. The silver coins and nickels display deep

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auctions, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctioneers & Galleries, Inc., 
or Heritage Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports 
Auctions, Inc., or Currency Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing 
information on the title page of the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The 
Auction is conducted under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local 
law. Announcements and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and 
Conditions of Auctions appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. All bids are subject to a Buyers Premium which is in addition to the placed successful bid: 

• Fifteen percent (15%) on Domain Names & Intellectual Property Auction lots;

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass 
as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion.

If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys.

Terms and Conditions of Auction 


30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect 
to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the 
Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including a 15% 
sellers commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer).
